CONSUMER PAYS HIGH 

A check by this reporter shows 
that consumers are not benefiting 
by the ruinous prices offered the 
growers. Minute-Maid, which. re- 
cently bought out Polar brands,’ 
is the nation’s largest fresh frozen 
processor. Pict-Sweet is another 
major processor. Their-fresh frozen 
raspberries are now seiling in local 
stores for 37 cents a 10-ounce 
package. This is at the rate of 59.2 
cents a pound. Other big proces- 
sors*are Libby-McNeil & Libby, 
Stokley and Hunts Foods. - 

There is a movement under way, 
spearheaded by the Puyallup Val- 
ley Berry..Growers Assn., to chan- 


‘nel more of the crop to the fresh 


berry market. This is a solution 
for those not hog-tied by the one- 
way contract. Fresh berries over 
the weekend were selling for from 
25 to 29 cents for a 12 ounce box, 
This is at the rate of from 31 to 
35 cents a pound. Flats of 12 
boxes brought a somewhat lower 
price. 

Last week the association ship- 
ped its first freight car-load of 
berries since World War II to the 
Midwest market. Berries for the 
inland market, however, require 
selective picking, as an overripe 
berry disintegrates rapidly even 
under — refrigeration. Also 1,400 
flats left -by air freight for the 
luxury market. These fetched the 
ortunate growers 19% cents a 
pound. This price is. expected to 
sink to 15 to 16 cents by mid 
season. 

What relief the government will 
offer is problematical.

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SPACE SATELLITE 

THE PROSPECT of a man - made space satellite 
circling the earth at 18,000 miles an hour—even if only for 
a few hours—is an exciting one. 

What is particularly newsworthy about this Amer- 
ican project for the year 1957-58 is the political atmosphere 
which surrounds the proposed invasion of the physical at- 
mosphere. ‘ 

A few short years ago, when the idea of a space- 
satellite was first projected, it was discussed in terms of a 
“platform” with atomic weapons. This would be used for 


issuing ultimatums to our “enemies,” who would 
agree ‘to whatever conditions we wanted to impose. 
Now, however, in the post-Geneva climate, the proj- 
ect is put forward as a scientific one, with its informational 
benefits to be shared by all countries. While this angers 
such cold war warriors as Senators Bridges, Byrd and Rus- 
sell, it commends the project to the rest of us, and we gladly 
overlook high-powered advertising methods with which the 
project has been announced. 3

PROGRESS in scientific interchange, important as 
that is, should not obscure the urgency, however, of speed- 


ily resolving the political tensions which still plague our |

Of these, none is more expolsive than the situation
